According to the DNR, when this happens, 
excellent walleye angling always follows. 

The 2008 Department of Natural Resources fishing report states that, " The 2005 and 2006 year 
classes of walleye are large and are the primary source of near-record high gillnet catch rates and 
improved fishing quality in Leech Lake. These fish have been and should continue to provide 
quality fishing in Leech Lake. The abundance of mature females in Leech Lake is also at a record 
high, which translates to an increased capacity for a self-sustaining walleye fishery.
